Dear Mr. President, 


Your letter of 9th was here when I arrived. 


Bi ckford, Massey and myself have discussed the 
question of winter "schools and the part the residences might 
play in this. It appears that those in attendance at these 

hools receive 60 cents per day subsistence in lieu of 
uarters and rations. If 15 cents of this were allotted 
towards rent and 45 cents for messing at the Dining Hall, 
this would yield, supposing 200 were in attendance, $900 
per month for quarters; at 6 months, over $5000 would be 
netted. As the men would be issued with paillasses and 


blankets no beds would be required; 2, and in some cases 3, 
could be accommodated in each room. Also they would clean 
their own quarters under military supervision which would 
make the running expenses of the Residences much less 

than usual. 


This seems to be the information you required, 
and is purely personal and unofficial. 

I have not spoken to the General on the subject 
and cannot say whether his policy will be to have the schools 
at the Exhibition or outside of it. If the former is 
adopted, accommodation in the University would not be 


required. As I said to you on Sunday 
would be appreciated by those of us here
